Hon, T. A. Crerar said he recog-! 
nized the welght of the authorities 
quoted by the speaker, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the Canadian prac- 
tice was founded on a = misunder- 
standing of the English practice. He 
would be the last to question the 
speaker's ruling, but he submitted 
that-conditions justified the house {9% 
departing from the practice that had 
been established by custom. 

Necessary to Appeal 

The Progressive party was the sse- 
ond largest in number in the house 
and should have an opportunity of ex- 
pressing ite views.; With the greatest 
respect, therefore, to the speaker and 
the speaker's office, he found it nec- 
essary to appeal against the ruling. 

Hon. W. 8. Fielding asserted sthat 
the position occupied by Mr. Crerar 
and his party had been chosen volun-| 


tarily. He had elected not to become | 
jeader of the opposition. There were! 
certain advantages attached to that| 
office. Mr, Crerar had waived the 


right to those advantages and should) 
ot complain of the consequences. 

Mr. Crerar replied that \Mr. Field- 
{ng's argument was not sound, The 
same situation would exist if the Pro-| 
gressive party were third in number | 
instead of second. i ' 

Meighen Not Embarrasscd 

Night Hon, Arthur Meighen said 
that so far as the amendment pro- 
posed by Mr. Crerar twas concerned, 
{t would not cause any embarrass- 
ment to him. At the same time, the 
decision of the speaker appeared to 
him to be ‘in conformity to the rules 
and practice, and there did not ap-) 
pear to be any room for doubt. Mr | 
Crerar had said that new conditions 
had arisen. If so, the way to meet | 
them wae by an amendment to the 
rules and not by trying to reverse a) 
judgment which the speaker could not! 
have avoided giving. Besides, under!

This figure represents the 
claims filed up to 1 p.m. on Tuesday when the rush had slackened 
off. Men were waiting for the Dominion Lands office to open on 
both Monday and Tuesday mornings and 900 claims were regis- 
tered; three of these were for areas of 640 acres each, two for 
180 acres each, one for 120 acres and 94 for parcels of 40 acres each. | 
The majority of the filing was put through for Edmonton groups 
of speculators. f 

No information relative to the sudden activity in connection! 
with the Irma field could be learned from the Imperial Oil company, | 
wha'scout the idea of a strike, and visitors to the city from Irma 
claim that nothing is known there regarding oil being found. 

Reports are current in the city, however, to the effect that the! 
Imperial company have brought in a well, and local capitalists are 
demonstrating their faith in the story by backing their opinions 
by hard cash. 

The Fabyan well was put down over 1700 feet with the large 
rotary drill after which the standard rig was used, but to what! 
depth jthis machine penetrated is not known, The greatest reticence, 
has been maintained by the employees of the Imperial company at 
Fabyan, but it has been current gossip in Irma for aome {ime that, 
the drillers weraon the ‘‘edge of things.”’ 

Geologists have freely expressed the opinion that the Battle 
xiver anticline on which the drillings are located was one of the 
most favorable in Canada,‘and results have been looked for for a 
considerable time. This area was first located by Dr. Dawson in 
1884; subsequently the field was inspected by Doctors Camsell and 
Dowling and both these well known geologists substantiated what 
Dr. Dawson had given out in connection with the geological strata.

Parliament has spent two weeks 
picking the budget to pieces, look- 
ing at the parts, and making re- 
marks about it. That seems to he 
as far as the members have got, 
and as far as they would be at all 
likely to get if they kept going for 
another fortnight. After all the 
talk the budget remains the one 
and only program that has been 
put before the house for raising 
the money that must be had to 
carry on the public affairs. No* 
body has offered a substitute for 
it, nor even proposed a major at- 
tachment for the tax-getting 
machinery. There have been cri- 
ticisms aplenty, but they have been 
of the negative type. The budget 
was assailed from both sides. The 
Progressives condemned it because 
the tariff was not cut enough. The 
Conservatives denounced it  be- 
cause it was a first step toward 


the reduction of the protective 
tariff. Each group invited the 
other to join it in turning the
